windy day, no real relief from the irri- 
ating and, as applied to merchandise, 
iestruptive dust.

certed contribution accounts for this 
artistic work of the sprinkler driver. 


Another evil of tne contributing Sys- 


em is the likelihood of overcrowding 
he team on a route in the eagerness 
.o get sufficient funds to make both 
jnds meet at the end of a 
season.

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THE OLD UTAH MINT, 


A COINAGE SYSTEM THAT WAS BORN 


OF BRIGHAM YOUNG. 


The Story- of tlie Ancient and Almost 


Forgotten Dencrct Gold Money— F**r 
of the Piece* Are In Existence at 
tSe Preoemt Time. 
The ancient coinage of Utah, the 


period when the glittering particles of 
yellow gold from California -were mint- 
ed in a Jittle adobe building in Salt 
Lake, has been half forgotten. 
The 


written and printed records of that tirne, 
by a strange oversight, throw no light 
on the subject, 


Those Dtahans whose memory dates 


back to 1849 remember the establish- 
ment of the mint, but the exact datps 
are confused. It was some time toward 
the close of 1849 that the mint was in- 
angnrated as a measure of public con- 
venience. Brigham Young was the in- 
stigator of the coinage system and exer- 
cised a personal Eupervisiou over tho 
work. 


Prior to the establishment of the mint 


all gold dust had to bo -weighed when 
payments for merchandise or other ar- 
ticles were made, 
in many cases tho 


mei-chr.rit with whom the purchaser 
was dealing had no gold Pcales, and 
much trouble rcFnltcd. The metal was 
too precious to admit of guesswork in as- 
certaining tho weight required to cover 
a given sum, and tho customer would 
be put to the trouble of looking up 
scales to aid him in his payment. 


Old timers disagree as to who made 


tho dies with which tho gold was 
ftamped into $8.60, $5, ?10 and $20 
coins. Tho honor lies between John 
Kay and James M. Barlow. Kay was a 
mechanic and Barlow a jeweler and 
dentist. Judge Hammond of Kan Juan, 
who caino to Utah in 184ft, says that 
dies vore m:tde by both men. 


He thinks Kay made the first, which 


were unsatisfactory and imperfect, and 
that Barlow made tho lator ones. 


Thomas Bullock was chief ckrk and 


active director of the mint during its 
entire operation. Tho gold which was 
uwd canio chiefly from California, much 
of it being brought hero by members of 
the Mormon battalion on their return 
from tho Mexican war. 


They carried tho precious clttf-t and 


nuggets in bucki-kin pouches to the 
mint, where it was wnighcd and coined 
abKilnteiy without alloy- 
The mint 


building was at thut time n couMdrra- 
bly more pretentious struotuio than it 
is today. It was two htorirs high and 
contained half a dozen rooms. 


The crucibles in which tho gold wno 


moltcid were in tho collar. Tho primi- 
tive machine with which the. cooling 
metal was stamped into coin stood in a 
back room on tho first floor.

They covered nil tho do- 
norni nation*, aud wero bold at auction, 
bringing a premium over thoii face 
value.

pieces. The first sot, as has been wtatwl, 
proving unsatisfactory, another hot w*s 
made.

To give a description cf its colors by 
which ouo who did not know it would 
bo sure to recognize it is not cas3T, but 
anybody who has onco scon n wood- 
pecker wil know it again, for there is 
no other bird liko it. It does not perch 
among tho branches of a tree, liko tbo 
other fowls of tho air, but runs up tho 
trunk and boughs liko a squire, cling- 
ing with its strong claws and propping 
itself up with its short, stiff tail. It.* 
head, sot crosswise on the thin, s-.npplo 
nook, looks liko tho hammer of a gun, 
and it stops at intervals to hammer 
fiercely at the trunk of the tree. 


"Its blows aro delivered with extraor- 


dinary rapidity and energy—indeed all 
its actions are impulsive and hasty 
The woodpecker's trade is a curious one. 
While other birds are hunting for'all 
sorts of insects that fly in the air 01 
crawl on the ground or hide among the 
loaves of trees, it lays aiego to those 
which fancy they have defied their ene- 
mies by burrowing into the solid trunk.

Wmnen of India Who Strl-re to 


CdttQMr the Kiower Nature. 


Besides Hindoo or Vedio metaphys- 


ics, there are systems in India not based 
on the Vedas and Upanisheds, and 
therefore classed as heterodox by tho 
Vedists. These are the Buddhist and 
.Tain systems. Much has ,heeu written 
and spoken on Buddhism, but very httlw 
VD Jainism. 


Jain, (or, more properly speaking, 


Jalna) means a follower of Jina, which 
is a generic term applied to those per- 
sons (men and women) that "huvo con- 
quered the lower nature — passion, 
hatred and the like—and brought into 
prominence the highest. The Jain phi- 
losophy, therefore, bases its doctrine on 
the absolute necessity (for the realizatiou 
of truth) of conquering the lower na- 
ture. To the undeveloped or insufficient- 
ly developed observer, it is the conquer- 
ing of the lower nature; to'the fully 
developed, it is the realization of the 
perfect. 


There lived many such Jinas in tho 


past, and many will doubtless yet ba 
born. The philosophy of the Jains there- 
fore is not essentially founded on any 
particular writing or external revela- 
tion, but on the tinfoldment of spiritual 
consciousness, the birthright o£ every 
eonl. 


The Jain philosophy teaches that the 


universe—the totality of realities—is 
infinite in space and eternal in time, 
but the same universe, considered from 
the standpoint of the manifestations of 
the different realities, is finite in space 
aud noneterual in time. Particular parts 
of the universe have their.cyclic laws 
corresponding to the laws of evolution 
aud involution. At certain periods ar- 
bats, or great masters (saviors of man- 
kind), are bom, who, through love, sac- 
rifice of tho lower uature (nob of tho 
real self) aud wisdom, teach tho true 
doctrine. Referring to that part of the 
world known as Bharata-Khaudia (In- 
dia), 
the last arhat, Mabavira, was 


born 598 B. C., in a town called Kuu- 
dagrama, in the territory of Yidcha. 
Ho lived 72 years and reached moksha 
(tho perfect condition) in 520 B. C. 


The .lain philosophy also teaches that 


each soul (.atmau) is a separato individ- 
uality, uncreated and eternal in exist- 
ence; that each individual KOU! has lived 
from time without bcgiuuiug in some 
embodied state, evolving from tho low- 
er to the higher condition through tho 
law of karma, or cause and effect; that 
so long ns the karmas (forces geuerattd 
in previous lives) have not been fully 
worked out it has, after physical rtenth, 
to form another body, until through 
evolutionary processes it unfolds its ab- 
solute purity. Its full perfection is then 
manifested. This perfection of tho indi- 
viduality is the Jain Nirvana, or muk- 
ti. The individuality is not merged into 
anything, neither is it annihilated. The 
process of this development, or salva- 
tion, may be said simply to consist in 
right realization, right knowledge and, 
right life, the details of which aro many. 


Personality is changing every mo- 


ment. The individuality is for every 
moment the particular stage of unfold- 
meut of the ego itself and is conse- 
quently the bearer of the sins and sor- 
rows, pleasures and 
enjoyments, of 


mundane lifo. In absolute perfection 
this bearing nature is thrown off like a 
hnsk, and tho ego dwells in diviiio aud 
eternal bliss. It is not destroyed, nor i9 
it merged into another ego or in a su- 
premo being, and if the question bo 
asked whether in this state of mukti 
(deliverance) there is one ego or a plu- 
rality of egos 1 wovild answer iu tho 
words of the Jain master: "That atman. 
by which I experienced myself aud my 
essence through self realization—that I 
am; neither masculine, feminine uor 
neuter, neither one, two uor many." 


ThoVedanta metaphysics teach that 


salvation comes through knowledge (of 
Brahman). It is uot the potential that 
through effort and conquest becomes tho 
actual, and we are further taught that^_ 
that which is is real now. On the other 
hand, Jainism teaches that from the 
ideal and transcendental standpoint you 
are Brahman, but its eternality, the 
real mukti, comes from work and 
knowledge together, not from one alone. 
Through work and knowledge, Jainism 
says, the individual develops aad un- 
folds tho potential. Therefore tho state- 
ment, "I am Brahrnau," wofild be in- 
terpreted by a Jain to raeau I am Brah- 
man only inherently or in embryo; I 
have the capacity or the acttral possibil- 
ity of Brahman ; what 1 am implicitly 
must become explicit There is a \ast 
difference between tho implicit and the 
explicit. Those who do uotr~ recognize 
this difference would never make an at- 
tempt to become rational and free.— 
Virchand. R. Gandhi in Mind.

Walter'* Plea For a Bet- 


• ter Appreciation of tlie Bird* and. 


Bea«t> Tfc»t Help to Keep the Earth 
-Free Fiom Pestilence and Plague. 
. We human beings are odd in our at-' 


latitude toward the animal world, in our 


likes and dislikes of the creatures of 


,,-onr own class and other classes of ani- 


mals. We seem to base our feelings on 
no logical ground of reciprocity, of good 
will, of gratitude or the reverse, but 
rather on some almost inexplicable 
whim. Certain creatures are without 
reason given a bad name, and no proof' 
of service rendered will ever reinstate 
them. Others are popular favorites and 


, may steal grain and make life hideous 


with their discordant cries. The entire 
snake tribe, for example, is anathema 


rl,with all tight minded folk, though if 


.they were asked the reason of their 
'prejudice they would, with a pitiful 
and superior shrug, be driven back in 
all probability on the ridiculous trans- 
lation of Holy Writ, which, however 
deep in its charm, cannot be relied upon 
in matters zoological. 


It is a fact that, though few -would 


credit it, a gentleman charged not long 
ago in an evening paper with needless 
persecution of onr common, harmless 
snake quoted in his defense some an- 
cient injunction about bruising the 
creature's head in retaliation for an 
.apocryphal bruising of his own heel. As 
a matter of truth and not Scripture, ser- 
pents do not bruise our heel, but are 
only too glad to glide away from it. I 
understand that in the breeding season 
there are certain Indian snakes that re- 
gent uninvited witnesses of their nup- 
tial ceremonies and go the length of 
chasing them off the premises. This 
may or may not be the caso, but I have 
tramped after kangaroo through miles 
of tall grass simply infested (as proved 
by periodic fires) with snakes, venomous 
and otherwise, without coming in con- 
tact with one, although gaiters to the 
knee were do rigueur on such occasions 
in caee of accident 


The vituperation, however, reserved 


for tho reptile is not moro forcible than 
that nieted out to the whole unpaid 
company of nature's scavengers, and it 
is to this very remarkable ingratitude 
that it seems time to draw attention. It 
cannot, it is true, bo claimed for theso 
useful servants that they possess beauty 
or charm of manner, but there are folks 
who aro ornamental, others merely use- 
ful, and tho earth would not bo pleasant 
without either. It would nob, for in- 
stance, bo correct to assert that the geu- 
tlemon who, under tho auspices of tho 
sanitary board, impel gentle streams of 
water down tho classic and verdant 
slopes that lead from Coveut Garden to 
the Strand aro among tho most pictur- 
esque individuals iu that neighborhood, 
but it would bo equally futile to dony 
their place in the scheme of tho crea- 
tion. 


Death is ever busy to render tbis 


earth an unclean abode. This, apparent 
even in theso latitudes, has a very much 
moro serious aspect iu tropical lands,, 
where the burning carc&s of a pitiless 
sun brings decay close on the steps of 
death, and the corpse bnt an hour old 
is already at work poisoning the eur- 
rouudiug air and spreading the germs 
of disease. To frustrate this baleful 
work nature has enlisted an efficient 
•army of scavengers, drawn from all 
classes, and commissioned to keep puru 
tho earth and cleanse it of all that is 
loul. It might bo expected that a rational 
generation would not be slow to recog 
iiize the value of such officials and 
would give them at least protection and 
consideration.

Yet it is actually a fact that, su far 


from according these invaluable crea- 
tures the same kindly forbearaucu tuut 
is given unstintingly to thousands of 
small fowl, more picturesque perhaps, 


• but certainly more harmful, wo have 


not, most of us, a good word to say for 
any one serving in the scavenging brig- 
ade, and the encomiast who should 
plead their cause, individually or as a 
Class, would run the risk of being voted 
eccentric. 
The very names of tho crea- 


tures call up all the worst epithets ap- 
plicable to the brute world. 
Vultures 


. are repulsive; hyenas, for all the world 


ns. if they subscribed to the national 
church, are called sacrilegious because 
they rifle graves; for sharks no term is 
strong enough, and the honest sailor 
who occasionally contrives to haul one 
of thoso ocean scavengers aboard metes 
out to it treatment that would be worth- 
ier .of tho Grand Turk of tradition. 


Nature, not being a European power, 


beeps her forces in readiness where they 
are needed, in consequence of which tho 
scavengers muster in strength in hot 
countries. Vultures wander but rarely 
to these parts, and such sharks as occur 
are with few exceptions but minnows of 
their race. Yot we have even in theso 
islands humbler purifiers at work, tad- 
poles and burying beetles and others 


• • suitable to the comparatively easy work 


that falls to them. 


One of these days, when natural his- 


tory is taught in a rational manner in 
our schools, -when the rising generation 
learns to appreciate the living world 
around instead of banging pianos and 
splashing pigments, we shall have a re- 
cantation of the modern zoological faith 


' and a-better appreciation of the beasts 


And ! birds. We shall find nothing to 
shudder at in the meal of the vulture, 
but yt& may, on the contrary, even learn 


' to protect that remarkable bird and its 
follow scavengers as among the worthi- 
est of earth's children. To tho last the 


- -tnlture is active iu its allotted mission, 


and when at length it falls no living 
beast or bird or insect will touch its 
body, and it must crumble quietly to 
dust, a lasting—somewhat too lasting, 
aa those know who have camped near 
nu undiscovered dead vulture for Eomo 
days—monument to the usofulnosa of 
mo groat scavenging army of which it 
'onoa was so active a member.—F. G.

L«BB««t Year on 


The year B. 0. 46, by order of Julias 


Ct&ear, the then reigning Roman em- 
peror, contained 445 days. To olaar 
away all the contagion which had pre- 
Tiously existed in reconciling the lunar 
with the solar year, Caesar, with the 
help of Sosigenes, an Alexandrian as- 
tronomer, undertook a thorough reform 
of the calendar. He effected it by mak- 
ing the year now called 46 B. C., "the 
year of confusion," consist of 445 days, 
and the succeeding years of 3G5 days, 
with the exception of every fourth year, 
which was to consist of 306. This 
method is called the Julian calendar. 


The number of days in tho months 


from January to December before Cae- 
sar's time had been respectively 29, 28, 
31, 29, 31, 20, 31, 29, 29. 31, 29, 89. 
'These numbers Cfesar changed to 81 
and 30 alternately, with the exception 
of February, which Was to have 29 in 
ordinary years and 80 in leap years. 
In honor of himself he changed to July 
tbe name of the month that followed 
June. The Pontiffs in applying the Ju- 
lian calendar went wrong by inserting 
leap year every three years instead of 
every four years, and this continued 
till tbe year now called 8 B. C., when 
the Emperor Augustus ordained there 
should be no leap year for twelve years, 
which made leap year occur in 4 A. D. 
At the same time Augustus gave his 
own name to the month following July, 
adding one jday to it, which he took 
away from February.

Xobody has money invested "in" 
stocks, land, merchandise and the like, 
but always "into" them. Ask a man 
what his farm or horse is wortli! Und 
he'll answer by telling you what 
amount of money he has invested 
"into" it. One never has a hole in hi? 
trousers or a dollar "in" his pocket. 


I heard a lady 


teacher &ay she bad lost her portemou- 
naic. "But, thank fortune," she add- 
ed, "there wasn't a penny into it." 


People never haul anything here, but 


carry it. A man carries bis wife or 
family to church, his wood or crops to 
the railroad station or boat lauding, 
uis cattle to pasture or his chunlis to 
the steam mill, never sawmill. What- 
ever he takes into his arms or on his 
shoulder to convey from one place to 
another, he totes, instead of carries. 
There nre no buggies or phaetons here, 
every vehicle used exclusively to ride 
iu being a carriage, if it has more than 
two wheels. The land is of two kinds, 
hard and hind. Hard land is chiefly 
clay and kind land mostly sand. 
The 


land is never broke when plowed, but 
flushed, never harrowed, but drug to 
make the surface fine. Crops when 
tilled with a cultivator are harrowed, 
and a cultivator Is known here only as 
a harrow, while a harrow is called a 
drag. 


Teams, except when attached to car- 


riages, are driven without reins or 
lines. The driver, whether walking or 
riding, directs hts team by his word of 
inonih, supplemented with a long lash- 
ed whip. When ho wants his team— 
horses, mnles or oxen -to go or turn to 
the right.hohnlloos"gec-a." If lie wants 
u short turn to tho left he yolla "petty- 
wo," htit If only a slight diversion It/ 
that direction he e.jaeulates "ha-ther" 
(pronounced lilte "father") in a sub-

"wo-back," loud enough to stop u 
train, and the team usually halts with 
in a space of ten rods.

Big 
laundries 
are 
commonplace 


enough, but a laundry which cau sub- 
stantiate its claim to being the largest 
\a the world, which uses a ton of soap 
a day and yet washes none of thfi pub- 
lic's linen, would seem to be an anom- 
aly. 
Such a laundry is tbo one at 


Pullman, Ills., maintained by the Pull 
man Palace Oar company for tho wash- 
ing and ironing of the thousands of 
sheets, pillowcases 
and similar fur- 


nishings in daily use on its sleeping 
cars throughout the country 


The building is a handsome brick and 


stone structure of two stories. 


To this building comes every morn- 


ing by express soiled linen in carload 
lots. These are delivered at tho east end 
of the building in square canvas bags 
of uniform size, and each is carefully 
labeled and numbered. Tho work of 
packing and billing tho contents of 
these bags has been done at &ix differ- 
ent depots in the city, where au accu- 
rate record of each clay's receipts and 
disbursements is kept. 
Whou the bags 


aro opened at Pullman tho pieces are 
recounted aud piled in a promiscuous 
heap upon the floor. No effort is made 
to return to a car tho exact supplies re- 
ceived from it, save iu number and 
kinds. A piece of linen on a Pullman 
car is never used a Second time until it 
has been returned from tho laundry 
Thus the week's occupant of a sleeping 
car gets fresh sheets and pillowslips 
each night. 


Twelve 
immense brass hydraulic j 


washers await tho piles which have 
found temporary restiug placo upon the 
laundry floor. Thoso piles aro wheeled 
to tho washers in roller baskets and 
consigned to their care. These washers 
aro 7 feet long and 3 feet in diameter, 
and consist of largo cylindrical shaped 
tubs standing on their sides, with open- 
ings at tho tops. Inside of each tub is a 
perforated brass cylinder. It iu through 
an opening in these cylinders the hnui 
is placed, the shell holding 200 shoots 
and a proportionate amount of smaller 
articles. After the admission of hot wa- 
ter aud a ccrtam amount of soap tho 
cylinders aro set to revolving and re- 
versing automatically. Pipis carry cold 
and hot water to each washer and tho 
hot water is alwaya kept at 212 degrees 
Iu twenty minutes thu wathhig is com- 
pleted and the rinsing, first iu hot and 
afterward in cold water, and the addi- 
tion of tho requisite amount of bluing 
conclude the process.

Weevil* Mice Strychnine. 


The old proverb that what is one 


tnan's meat is another's poisou is wcil 
illustrated by a fact recently reported 
iu Nature by a correspondent. Some 
wheat, which had beeu poisoned by 
soaking iu a polution of strychuiue and 
which was intended for killing spar- 
rows, after having beeu kept for some 
time in cardboard boxes was found to 
have become infested with weevils. On 
examination it was found thattb.9 boxes 
were full of weevils aud their excre- 
ment, and the wheat was more thau 
half eaton. Strychuine was found to bo 
present in the wheat which the weevils 
had eaten ami iu apparently still larger 
proportion in their excrement, so that 
it had evidently passed through the 
digestive apparatus unchanged. When 
wo consider that so little as from half 
to three-fourths of a grain of the alka 
loid is sufficient to kill a strong man, 
tho difference between tho roles played 
by the alkaloid becomes very strikiug. 


It is not as if insects were universally 


proof against the action of poisons, as 
this is far from beiug the case. 
Au iu- 


fitauce quoted from the same source car 
ries the matter still further. It has been 
found that tho weevil Antbouonjue dru 
parum can feed with impunity on ker- 
nels containing hydrocyanic acid, while 
the Fame acid administered to caterpil- 
lars of Deiopeia pulchella caused then, 
quickly to die, although they were quite 
unaffected by tbo poisonous principle of 
the Calabar beau, known as eserine. It 
appears therefore that what is ouo in- 
sect's food is another insect's poison, 
and vice versa.

Tito "wringing" of tlio linen is per- 


formed by ton hydraulic extractors 
These nre metallic circular tuba about, 
3 feet in diameter and 15 inches deep 
Within each is a perforated copper 
basket iuto which the linon is packed 
Thcso baskets aro circular m shape- aud 
revolve l.COO times a miiiuto for 10 or 
15 minutes, throwing off the water by 
centrifugal force until the contents aro 
nearly dr3*. When sufficiently dried tlio 
pieces, which are packed it) almost solid 
masses, aro taken out bymouivud placed 
iu machines called tumblers. 


These machines aro merely revolving 


wooden cylinders, with interior arrange- 
ments for shaking out tho mass con- 
signed to them. Iu a few moments tno 
pieces aro all separated. Girls theu 
empty tho tumblers auJ smooth out 
tho pieces preparatory to consigning 
them to tho mangles or ironing ma- 
chines. 


There aro eight of the largest size du- 


plex inaugles for car liuou. Each con- 
sists of a hollow metallic cylinder 100 
iuches loug aud 24 inches iu diameter 
Tbero aro also h"\o felt; covered rollers 
coining iu contact with cnch cylinder 
for the purpose of feeding tho pieces 
smoothly and absorbing tho remaining 
moisture. After passing through those 
machines, tho ironing portions of which 
are kept at 400 degrees by means of 
gleam, tho linen emorpes beautifully 
ironed and finished ou both Hides. Girls 
operate tho machines. They also fold, 
sort and tie the various articles prepar- 
atory to tho counting aud packing. 


Tho packing is dono iu bundles con- 


sisting of ten shoeis or 25 pillowslips, j 
or an approximate number of napkins, j 
towels and the like. Thcso bundles aro 
placed in canvas boxes. Each box holds 
200 sheets or 1,000 of the smaller pieces. 
Tho boxes aro theu &oaled and loaded 
iuto oars at the west end of the build- 
ing, Theso cars go to tho city by express 
and the goods aro delivered to tho vari- 
ous stations by express as they may be 
required. 


The number of employees needed to 


carry on the work upon the first lloor 
of the laundry aro 100 woven aud oue- 
fifth of that number of men. The latter 
aro used in tho heavier operations, tho 
girls, white capped nnd white aproned, 
attending to tho lighter duties of tho 
place. 


Tho second floor is devoted to starch 


work, such us coats and caps of waiters 
on tho dining cars. Here ironing and 
polichiug machines of lesser tort aro 
found. About 50 operatives are here en- 
gaged. 


The soap question is an all important 


one at, the Pullman lauudry. 
Fifteen 


hundred gallons of soft or diluted noap 
aro used daily. It is all mado on tlio 
premises nnd amounts to a ton gross 
weight of 
tlio washing 
compound. 


These figuies to bo appreciated should 
boestinintod from tho amounts used for 
washing pnrpofi'B in the ordinary IIOIIM-- 
hold; but fow people, <wr>n in Pullman, 
aro awaro of tbo magnitude! of tho com- 
pany's laundry. Beyond the fact. Hint it 
gives employment to a largo mimbe.r of 
young women and a lessor number of

Its voluice of bulk is 1,331,000 times' 


that of the earth. Its weight, calculat- 
ed from the strength of its pull upon 
tbo planets, is that of 1327,000 earths. 


The sun's mean or average distance 


from us, according to tho latest dternii- 
uations, is 92 700,000 miles. Owing to 
a slight ellipticity of the earth's orbit 
and the fact that the sun is not exactly 
at its center wo are 8,000,000 milea' 
nearer the gnu on the 1st of January 
than ou the 1st of July. 


Light, traveling at the rate of 18Cr- 


000 miles a secoud, requires 8J£ min- 
utes to come to us trom tho sun. A rail-

The board of trustees of the pro- 


posed new building of the Young Men's 
Christian association of this city met 
in the present rooms of the association 
on Congress street, on Monday even- 
ing, to discuss plans looking toward 
the erection of the new building at 
the earliest possible date. A repre- 
sentative of the Chronicle was in- 
vited to be present at the meeting and 
was shown a drawing representing 
the building as it will look when com- 
pleted. It is noteworthy that no per- 
son aside from the trustees them- 
selves and the officers ot" the associa- 
tion has ever prevously seen this draw- 
lug and the plans for the building it- 
self are now for the first time made 
public. 


It is to be three stories in height, 


with frontage on the street of sixty 
feet, and will be eighty feet deep. On 
the ground floor there will be two 
stores and the second floor will be de- 
voted to parlors, reading and game 
rooms. A large part of the third sto- 
ry will be given over to the uso.pl^hc 
Boy's Brigade. 


The gymnasium will be at the back 


of the building, ana will be two stor- 
ies in height. It is to be equiped with 
a running track, and will be Jitted 
with all necessary gymnastic appar- 
atus. The bath room, which will be 
connected with the gymnasium, will 
have both shower and tub baths. Bowl- 
ing alleys are to be put in, 
in 
the 


basement. 


There is to be a large assembly 


hall, tor devotional and other meet- 
ings, and space will also be reserved 
for offices for the directors and other 
officers of the association. 


.11 is estimated that the building will 


cost, when finally ready for occupancy, 
$3o,om>. Of this amount, $15,000 has 
already been raised and the trustees 
propose to ask the public to donate 
$15,000 more. It is not believed that 
any great difficulty will be experienced 
in raising this sum. 
An 
energetic 


campaign is soon to be inaugurated, 
which will be continued until the full 
amount requested has been secured. 
The gentlemen ot the board of trus- 
tees consider this enterprise a most 
important one. They believe that the 
local association should have a new 
home and are using every means in 
their power and sparing no pains to 
provide it.
